“All of the coins, including the 
silver sun; are’ to be fiduciary, and 
maintained it a parity with gold 
by means of unlimited redemption 
in, drafts on gold-standard coun- 
tries,-or in gold bars, at the option 
of the Government. Although the 
Project gives the - Government the 
option of redemption in gold bars, 
it is expected that’ this, form of re- 
geno will, be rarely if ever 
used.”
